ness enterprise 
although 
a small 


state tax is levied to help bear the 
expense. The fair board manages the 
fair just as a similar private venture 
is managed. The board should not 
expect auy more from the newspa- 
pers in the matter of free publicity 
than it "receives from auy 
agency 


providing any article required iu giv- 
ing the fair. 


Publicly is essential because Ihe 


board has to give the people of the 
state some conception of what the 
fair has to ofl'er each year. The sort 
of "canned publicity7' that the board 
ceiids lo the newspapers, 
however, 


represents wasted effort and money 
'because few newspapers will print 
it. 


SA'hat the fair board needs is good 


display advertising in 'the newspap- 
ers of Indiana—advertisements writ- 
ten by a trained advertising man 
who understands the business and 
knows the kind of advertisements 
that will produce the-best'results. 


Of coarse, all local newspapers in 


Indiana will (publish stories dealing 
v.-ith local phases of state fair ac- 
tivities, such as boys aud girls club 
work and other agricultural competi- 
tion, but they will not be in sym- 
pathy with a movement to -boost the 
state fair oil a general scale because 
it should be presented through ad- 
vertising.
